House Favors Bill To 


Cut 1923 Income Taxes

Washington D. C.—Four reports on 


the new revenue bill differing widely 
on -the question of income arid surtax' 
rates were reported to'the house Mon- 
day by -member* of/ the "Ways -and 
Means committee.

The 'measure which ha« .occupied 


more than two months of the com- 
mittee's time is expected to provide. 
at. least a. mouth's debate in the house 
where a. change in the rules will per- 
rnlt its amendment from the floor. 
'chairman Green.in submitting the- 


comrriittee report which was adopted- 
by-a. strictly party vote in the com- 
mittee although, three or E^publica.ns. 
Including Mr. Green, are known to 
fa.\-or its amendment, declares the In- 
come ta:x reductions, provided for In the 
bill as submitted will bring an annual 
sax-ing to tho tax payers estimated at 
$341,440,000 after it. is in full opera- 
tion, as compared with tha estimated- 
•1923 income returns together with an 
estimated reduction of S232.760.000 in 
1923 
personal income 'taxes .payable 


this year.

Mr. Green sa.id "the bill gives mater- 


ial relief to a.11 income tax payers and 
the amount of the reductions and con- 
sequent loss to the treasury is larger 
in the lower brackets than in the high- 
er, though the percentage of reduc- 
tion, of course, is much larger in the 
higher brackets. than in the lower." 


Explaining 
tho reduction 
in the 


maximum, short, from SO to 2R per 


cent, Green referred to Secretary Mel 
Ion's argument that,this, rate "should 
bo considered the point at which they 
(the 
surtaxes) • could be a.pplied ef- 


fectively or the 'point- of maximum 
productivity." 
He added. • however, 


that "it is impossible to accurateiy 
determine at. what rate of tax this 
point is reached, but is seems to be 
generally conceded that a. 50 per. cent, 
surtax has constantly Increasing- ef- 
fect in creating evasions and that.it

The report of the elex-en Republi- 


cans of the committee was the same 
as Chalrma.n Green's except-for. con- 
siderable additional argument defend- 
ing the cut In surtaxes to a maximum 
of 25 per cent.

Congressman 
Paige of 


Massacliusetts lias introduced bills which 
provide increases in salaries for post of- 
fice c-lerks and city letter carriers rang- 
ing from $200 in the minimum grade to 
$600 in the maximum.-grade of clerk or 
carrier. The bill embodies the ideas and 
desires of the clerks themselves as they 
were expressed at the last convention of 
the clerks' association. 


Congress 
first 
classified 
postofFcfs 


clerks m 1883. Such classification estab- 
lished "grades ranging from -?iOO to 
$1400. No provision Avas made for pro- 
motion or progress from the lower to the 
higher grades. 
This* condition Ava,s con— 


tinued until 1907. 
The reelassification 


of 1907 was the first recognition given 
to the elements of merit and service. 
Jt 


provided for annual automatic progres- 
sion to $fOOO"at~second class offices aond 
to $1100 at first clasa offices. It created 
two grades of special clerk, grade one at^ 
$1300 and grade two at $1400. It did 
not. 
however, .make any change in the 


maximum .grade salary. 


The-Madden re-classification enacted in 


1918 increased the maximum salary of 
postoffice clerks to $1600 and 
at 
the 


same time it suspended automatic pro- 
motions. 
Congress re-enacted the Mad- 


den reclassification to be in effect during 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 1919 
and restored the automatic promotions. It 
did not however affect the maximum sal- 
ary of the clprk. 
In November 1919 


congress e.uneted a measure temporarily 
incrcashig the salaries _of all postal em- 
])1oyes on a general average of $150 per 
employe. 
Through 
1his temporary in- 


crease the maximum salary of postoffice 
clerks was raised to $1750 per annum. 


A joint congressional commission on 


postal salaries was then created, and on 
t/he report of this commission congress 
in 1920 again r&dassified postal em- 
ployes. This «ot established the entrance 
salary of a postoffice clerk at $1400 and 
increased the maximum to $2000. The 
reclassification .now asked by the post 
offiice clerks proposes an entrance salary in 
grade one of $1600 with an annual pro- 
motion of $200 until grade'five is reached 
at $2400. Clerks who have served satis- 
factorily for three years in grade five in 
automatically progress to special clerk • 
grade one at $2500. and after serving 
ope year satisfactorily i.n such grade 1o 
automatically progress to special clerk 
grade two at $2600. 


AVc are not in a position to cliscuss the 


merits of the automatic promotion fpa- 
ture of the proposal, although we have 
no doubt it is proper and has been worked 


^ out on a practical basis. So far as the in- 


creases and maximum salaries are ' 
con- 


cerned, they are entirely reasonable and 
should be approved by congress. 
The 


postoffice bears a vital relationship to the 
prosperity and well being of the country. 
Business, commerce, social relations and 
a hundred and one other things depend 
•upon the efficient functioning of the post- 
office every hour of the day.
